<1.  All  shut-in  royally  payments  under  this  lease  shall  be  paid  or  tendered  lo  Lessor  or  lo  Lessor's  credit  In  at  lessor's  address  above  or  Its  successors,  which  shall 
be  Lessor's  depository  agent  for  receiving  payments  regardless  of  changes  in  the  ownership  of  said  land.  All  payments  or  tendeis  may  be  made  in  currency,  or  by  check  or  by 
draft  and  such  payments  or  tenders  to  Lessor  or  lo  the  depository  by  deposit  In  the  US  Mails  in  a  slamped  envelope  addressed  lo  Ihe  depository  or  lo  the  Lessor  at  Ihe  last 
address  known  to  Lessee,  shall  constitute  proper  payment.

5.  Excepl  as  provided  for  In  Paragraph  3.  above,  IF  Lessee  drills  a  well  which  is  incapable  of  producing  in  paying  quantities  (hereinafter  called  "dry  hole-)  on  the  leased 
premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith,  or  If  all  produclion  (whether  or  not  in  paying  quantities)  permanently  ceases  from  any  cause,  including  a  revision  of  unit  boundaries 
pursuant  to  Ihe  provisions  of  Paragraph  G  or  the  action  of  any  governmental  authority ,  then  In  the  event  Ihis  lease  is  nol  otherwise  being  maintained  in  force  it  shall 
nevertheless  remain  in  force  if  Lessee  commences  operations  For  reworking  an  existing  well  or  for  drilling  an  additional  well  or  tor  otherwise  obtaining  or  restoring  production 
on  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  within  90  days  arier  completion  of  operations  on  such  dry  hole  or  within  9D  days  arier  such  cessation  of  all  production.

Pooling  in  one  or  more  Inslances  shall  not  oxhausl  Lessee's  pooling  rights  hereunder,  and  Lessee  shall  have  the  recurring  right  but  no  the  obligation  to  revise  any 
unit  formed  hereunder  bv  expansion  or  contraction  or  both,  either  before  or  after  commencement  ol  production,  in  order  to  conform  to  the  well  spacing  or  Density  pane  n 
prescribed  or  permitted  by  the  governmental  authority  having  Jurisdiction,  or  lo  conform  to  any  productive  acreage  determination  made  by  such  governmental  auhonly  In 
making  such  a  revision,  I  essee  shall  tile  of  record  a  wrilten  declaration  describing  Ihe  revised  unil  and  stating  Ihe  eFFective  date  of  revision.  To  he  extant  any  portion  of  the 
leased  premises  is  included  in  or  excluded  From  the  unit  by  virtue  oF  such  revision,  Ihe  proportion  oF  unil  production  on  which  royalties  are  payable  hereunder  shall  thorealler 
be  adjusted  accordingly.  In  the  absence  of  production  in  paying  quantities  from  a  unil,  or  upon  permanent  cessation  thereof,  Lessee  may  terminate  the  unil  by  liling  of  record 
a  written  declaration  describing  the  unit  and  staling  Ihe  date  of  termination.

7.  IE  Lessor  owns  less  than  the  lull  mineral  estate  in  all  or  any  part  oF  the  leased  premises,  the  royalties  and  shut-in  royalties  payable  hereunder  for  any  wen  on  any  part 
of  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  (herewith  shall  be  reduced  lo  Ihe  proportion  that  Lessor's  inlerest  in  such  pari  of  the  leased  premises  bears  to  Ihe  full  mineral  estate  in 
such  pari  ot  Ihe  leased  premises. 


B.  The  interest  of  either  Lessor  or  Lessee  hereunder  may  be  assigned,  devised  or  otherwise  transferred  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  area  and/or  by  depth  or  zone,  and  the 
rights  and  obligations  of  the  parties  hereunder  shall  extend  to  their  respective  heirs,  devisees,  executors,  administrators,  successors  and  assigns.

12.  In  the  eveni  thai  Lessor,  during  (lie  primary  term  of  (his  tease,  receives  a  bona  fide  offer  which  Lessor  is  willing  to  accept  from  any  parly  offering  lo  purchase  from 
Lessor  a  lease  covering  any  or  all  of  Ihe  substances  covered  by  this  lease  and  covering  all  or  a  portion  of  the  land  described  herein,  witli  the  lease  becoming  effective  upon 
expiration  of  this  tease,  Lessor  hereby  agrees  to  notify  Lessee  in  writing  of  said  offer  immediately,  Including  in  Ihe  notice  the  name  and  address  of  the  offeror,  the  price  offered 
and  all  other  pertinent  terms  and  conditions  of  the  offer.  Lessee,  for  a  period  of  fifteen  days  aFter  receipt  or  the  notice,  shall  have  the  prior  and  preferred  right  and  option  to 
purchase  the  lease  or  part  thereof  or  inleiest  therein,  covered  by  the  oFlei  al  Ihe  price  and  according  lo  the  terms  and  conditions  specllied  in  the  oFfer. 

13.  No  litigation  shall  be  initiated  by  Lessor  with  respect  lo  any  breach  or  default  by  Lessee  hereunder,  for  a  period  of  at  least  90  days  after  Lessor  has  given  Lessee 
written  notice  fully  describing  the  breach  or  derault,  and  then  only  if  Lessee  fails  to  remedy  the  breach  or  default,  within  such  period.  In  the  evenl  Ihe  matter  is  lillgaled  and 
there  is  a  Final  judicial  determination  that  a  breach  or  deFaull  has  occurred,  this  lease  shall  not  be  Forfeited  or  canceled  in  whole  or  in  part  unless  Lessee  is  given  a  reasonable 
time  alter  said  judicial  determination  to  remedy  the  breach  or  default  and  Lessee  fails  lo  do  so. 

14.  For  fhe  same  consideration  recited  above,  Lessor  hereby  grants,  assigns  and  conveys  unto  Lessee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  a  perpetual  subsurface  well  bore 
easement  under  and  through  the  leased  premises  for  Ihe  placement  or  well  bores  (along  roules  selected  by  Lessee)  from  oil  or  gas  wells  lite  surface  locations  of  which  are 
situated  on  other  tracts  of  land  and  which  are  not  Intended  to  develop  the  leased  premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  and  from  which  Lessor  shall  have  no  right  to  royally  or 
other  benefit.  Such  subsurface  well  bore  easements  shall  run  with  the  land  and  survive  any  termination  of  Ihis  lease. 

15.  Lessor  hereby  warrants  and  agrees  to  defend  title  conveyed  lo  Lessee  hereunder,  and  agrees  thai  Lessee  al  Lessee's  option  may  pay  and  discharge  any  taxes, 
mortgages  or  liens  existing,  levied  or  assessed  on  or  against  the  leasBd  premises.  If  Lessee  exercises  such  option,  Lessee  shall  be  subiogaled  to  the  righls  oF  Ihe  party  lo 
whom  payment  Is  made,  and,  in  addition  to  lis  oilier  rights,  may  reimburse  itself  out  oF  any  royalties  or  shul-n  royalties  otherwise  payable  to  Lessor  hereunder,  in  the  evenl 
Lessee  is  made  aware  or  any  claim  inconsistent  with  Lessor's  tilie,  Lessee  may  suspend  the  payment  of  royalties  and  shut-in  royalties  hereunder,  without  interest,  until 
Lessee  has  been  furnished  salislactory  evidence  thai  such  claim  has  been  resolved. 

10.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  to  the  contrary  in  this  lease.  Lessee  shall  not  have  any  rights  lo  use  Ihe  surface  or  the  leased  premises  for  drilling  or  other 
operations. 

17.  This  lease  may  be  executed  in  counterparts,  each  of  which  is  deemed  an  original  and  all  of  which  only  constitute  one  original, 
DISCLAIMER  OF  REPRESENTATIONS:  Lessor  acknowledges  that  oft  and  gas  lease  payments,  in  the  form  of  rental,  bonus  and  royalty,  are  market  sensitive  and 
rcmy  vary  depending  on  multiple  Factors  and  [fiat  this  Lease  is  the  product  of  good  faith  negotiations.  Lessor  understands  that  these  lease  payments  and  terms 
are  final  and  that  Lessor  entgred  into  this  lease  without  duress  or  undue  influence.  Lessor  recognizes  that  lease  values  could  go  up  or  down  depending  on  market 
conditions.  Lessor  acknowledges  that  no  representations  or  assurances  were  made  in  the  negotiation  of  this  lease  that  Lessor  would  get  the  highest  price  or 
different  terms  depending  on  future  market  conditions.  Neither  party  lo  this  lease  will  seek  to  alter  the  terms  of  this  transaction  based  upon  any  differing  terms 
which  Lessee  has  or  may  negotiate  with  any  other  lessors/oil  and  gas  owners. 

IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF,  this  lease  Is  executed  to  be  effective  as  of  the  date  first  written  above,  but  upon  execution  shall  be  binding  on  the  signatory  and  the  signatory's 
heirs,  devisees,  executors,  administrators,  successors  and  assigns,  whether  or  not  this  tease  has-been  executed  by  all  parties  hereinabove  named  as  Lessor.
